Clark, Now 
York City, addroimwl tho Idaho 
annual henlth coiiferenc, "dedi- 
cated this year to tho mibjcct of 
mental retardation. 

Dr. Olnrk said that tn nddl- 
tlon to rtilnrdntlon caunM by 
birth deff«t-i, phyiilcul dufucU 
can load to retardation. 

If children with physical de 
recta "are kopt in a buck room' 
and not allowed normal nllimi- 
latlon and socliil dovulopmnnt, 
ho suld, It can pnxluco rotarda- 
tlon in- a child with normal In- 
telligence, 

Dr. Clark said' uoimi children 
are erronuoutily clanslllcil us 
tarded bccaui.n timy haven't 
been allowed to rittvflop.

Should the highway be moved, 
several recommendations includ- 
ed In thU study would require 
adjustments, as the highway lo- 
cation' through a community U 
an Important .element in traffic 
control, truck routing and arteri- 
al atreet systems. 

Some of the existing conditions 
In the city of Twin Falls are ex- 
plained by the report.

Boulder Mountain Range Is Rich With Idaho Histo 



variety of rock colors, aur- 
prlalngly high elevstiona and 
echoed by the early day mining 
camp of Gsltna Is a mountain- 
ous backbone known as the 
Boulders. ' 

Lying; wfthfn the sawtooth na- 
tional forest and running rough- 
ly east and west from the north 
fork of the Big Wood river to 
Oal*n* -•iimmU,-UiU- mountain 
range dlvldM the IltjcWood river 
watershed from .thw rest fork of 
the Salmon rlvrrr watershed.

Was nam*! in 
the honor of Thomas If. «la«- 
ford, a popular- railroad con- 
ductor on the Wfxxl ' Ktvi-r 



branch of the Oregon Short Line 
railroad In the lWO's. 

Traveling- on up the Big Wood 
river to the vicinity of the north 
fork. Wood river, and Baker 
creek canipgrounds, tremendous 
view* can be seen of the Bout- 
den, with' the more prominent 
praka such as Silver, Boulder. 
Raaley and Oaiana reaching 
heIghU_to_near_41jOOO -feet- and 
more. 

It Is In this vicinity that one 
can ace the variety of rock colors 
of brown, grey, and almost white 
formed by the early Challls vol- 
canlcs and later eroded by gla- 
ciers that havs pushed moraines 
and terraces from high upon the 
mountains to the winding Wood 
riyer below. 

At the very north and went 
end of the Boulder range, near 
Galena aummlt. was situated the 



old mining settlement of Galena, 
This mining camp was settled hi 
1879 by the early day prospectors 
who struck It rich on the streams 
known today as Senate. Gladia- 
tor and North' and South Cherry 
creeks. 

TJie towp boasted a poatofflce, 
four general merchandise store*, 
aereral saloons and restaurants, 
a -ho^elr 11 very-stable and a dally 
stags' to Ifalley. 37 miles away. 
During Its umlth It Is estimated 
that the town had a population 
of 300 people. A cemetery and 
one log building; are the only 
remnants of this once thriving 
mining community. 

The Boulder range, like many 
other mountainous areas 
throughout the Sawtotoh nation- 
al forest. Is very Important to 
the eoonoVoy of central Idaho. 
Large snowflelds accumulate In 



the high slopes and basins dur- 
ing the winter months and 
gradually melt throughout sum- 
mer months, providing clear wa- 
ter to downstream communities 
and farmlands far below.. 

: This water, fflso provide* scsne 
of the finest fishing ba the state. 
The Big Wood river and east 
fork of the Salmon river are ex- 
ceptionally line . fUhins} 'streams, 
while the Waters of Magic, reser- 
voir not only provides Irritation, 
but also produces rainbow trout 
to a good six*, 

.Mountain goat find their home 
high within the lofty crags and 
peaks of the range, while a,, lew 
bighorn sheep occupy the higher 
basins. . The lower slope sretui 
provide a home for the elk and 
d*er. The Wood .river area near 
Russian John , ranger station Is 
an exceptional " place to see elk 



and deer during; the months of 
May and June. 

At this time of the year both 
the cow elk and doe deer are 
taking advantage of the lush 
meadow grasses and. browae, 
which are outsfcirted by timber 
and made Ideal places to rear 
the young. 

Alexander Ross In 1834, and 
many trappers, since, visited the 
upper section of the Wood river 
and tributaries for the pelt or 
the beaver and other fine fur- 
bearing; animals. Even today, this 
section abounds with a large, 
variety of fur-bearing and other 
small game animals. Some of 
these are the beaver, mink, mar- 
trn, weasel, coyote, fox and bob- 
cat. 

Several access routes to Boul- 
der mountain area can be taken. 
The north fork of the Wood river lira,

Carrtetewn mine, located on 
the Sawtooth natkmal iort«t. 
eras a ^mining 'empire of the 
lgaO« that produced. UXM.114..3 
ounces of silver -and {IXT&Tf 
pounds of lead. The mine can be 
reached by car by an hour's 
drive from either Fairfield or 
Katchum. 

Today, this silver produced 
would be worth some >3, 150^00. 
The. lead would bring 1310,1m 
today's market,' Gold arid 
were taken from these mines 
in lesser amounts. 

The Little Smoky mining dis- 
trict Includes what Is sometimes 
referred to as the RoaetU dis- 
trict. The LllUe Bmoky mining 
district Is an area of about lW) 
aquare miles, ' mainly In the 
drainage basin of Little Bmoky 
creek In i Camas county.
